CAPE CANAVERAL, Fila. 
March 5 “®—The Army lost a 
satellite today, its Explorer TI, 
minutes after firing it spaceward 
with the Jupiter-C rocket. Odds 
are that it didn’t go into orbit. 

Scientists guessed that the satel- 
lite’s radios may have failed, or 
it might have crashed back into 
the earth's atmosphere. 

In either case, they don't know 
where it is and probably won't 
be able to decide the fate of the 
Explorer Il for several days. 


JOINT STATEMENT 


In Pasadena, Calif., Dr. William 
Pickering, head of the Jet Pro 
pulsion Laboratory at the Califor- 
nia Institute of Technology, joined 
Maj. Gen. John B. Medaris, Army 
missile chief, in this statement 


“There is every indication that 
the satellite fired today did not 
function normally and there is a 
great probability that it is not in 
orbit. No further information will 
be available until technical data 
are interpreted and reduced. This 
will probably take several days.” 

Pickering. whose laboratory 
staff helped build the Army’s Jupi- 
ter-C, said there was only one re- 
port that a radio signal had been 
received from Explorer Il, and 
that was questionable. It came 
from a station at Inyorken, Calif. 


NOT KNOWN

Small wonder the public becomes con- 
fused at some decisions and activities of 
certain state officials. At times it seems 
some of the latter are not quite sure 
themselves as to what they are doing.

However, in 1957 board members Chalker 
and John Quillian authorized two small 
additional outlays pertaining to the 
project. 

But then, this isn’t the first time Mr. 
Chalker has emerged as no great genius 
on highway matters. Moreover, in his 
extracurricular activity of masterminding 
publication of a political paper, which 
carries advertisements from firms doing 
business with the state, he attempts to 
whitewash himself by shoving respon- 
sibility for stock and advertising sales 
upon others. 

It appears that in too many instances 
certain officials either don't know what 
they are doing or don't care. It’s a poor 
way to run a store, much less a public 
office.

Atlanta—In a recent front-page 
article under the heading ‘‘In- 
surance Profits, Losses Cited,” 
the writer inferred that fire. in- 
surance companies made a ‘“‘prof- 
it’’ equal to the difference between 
premiums received and _ losses 
paid. The expression “‘50 per cent 
of the premium for losses and 50 
per cent net to the insurance com- 
pany” is misleading. 

The cost of production of a 
manufactured article is a small 
fraction of the ultimate selling 
cost. In fire and automobile in- 
surance the amount paid in losses 
is comparable to manufacturing 
costs. The insurance premium 
must provide not only for losses 
but for expense of operations, 
taxes and a small margin of profit 
for the insurance company. 

In most instances the rates con- 
template a 5 per cent profit mar- 
gin. In 1956 and 1957, however, 
losses plus expenses have excéed-

We think that the administra- 
tion should take a leaf from its 
past performance. Then the Pres- 
ident made it clear that he would 
marshal the best brains in the 
nation and utilize all the machin- 
ery of the government to counter 
the recession. 

This kind of approach would re- 
store confidence today. Business 
activity may well pick up along 
the lines of the administration's 
forqcast, but the public wants 
clear and unequivocal assurance 
that the government will move if

“He is worthy 
to have you do this for him,”’ they 
said, ‘for he loves our nation, 
and he built us our synagogue.”’ 

When Jesus was approaching 
the home of the sick servant, the 
centurion sent out servants who 
carried his message, ‘Lord, do 
not trouble yourself, for I am not 
worthy to have you come under 
my roof; therefore, I did not pre- 
sume to come to you.

This expression of faith amazed

Indeed, the 
humble in spirit have always in- 
herited the Kingdom of Heaven.

Enriched Rice Enriched 
By New FDA Regulation 


WASHINGTON, March 5 (®—A new standard designed to 
assure consumers more nourishing food when they buy ‘“‘en- 
riched” rice became effective Feb. 25, the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) has announced. 

The agency said that few if any of the several brands of 
nutritionally improved rice sold previously came up to the 
level required by the new standard. 

The standard also requires labeling to specify the amounts 
of enrichment, the proportion of the minimum daily require- 
ment that each ingredient supplies and how to cook the rice to 


avoid losing vitamins. 


Under the standard each pound of milled rice labeled 
“enriched’’ must contain two to four milligrams of thiamine 
(vitamin B-1), 16 to 32 milligrams of niacin and 13 to 26 milli- 


grams of iron. 


Four ounces of milled rice make about two cupfuls of cooked 
rice, which under the standard should supply 50 per cent of the 
minimum daily requirement for thiamine, 40 per cent for niacin 


and 32 per cent for iron.

NEW YORK, March 5 (P—Ho- 
lels now count calories to keep 
the customers. 

Time was when chefs heaped 
plates high three times a day 
and guests scraped them clean. 
Now, hotels from luxury resort 
spots to convention types keep 
calorie-conscious guests happy 
by cutting down the size of 
meals, adding dietary foods to 
the menu, and serving lunch 
a la carte (not included in the 


rate). 


“Luxury hotels had to cut down 


on fattening foods,” said Mar- 
guerite Allen, editor of the Di- 
gest of Distinguished Resorts 
and veteran of 20 years in the 
hotel business. 


CAN EVEN LOSE 

“They cater to people who 
have more opportunity to put 
on weight. These people insisted 
they wouldn't come back be- 
cause they gained weight. Now, 
meals are so streamlined you 
can even lose pounds at a re- 
sort,”’ she said. 

“More women have invaded 
the sacred sanctum of the chef's 
department as dieticians. 

“They've taken away gravies 
and fried foods and added more 
broiled foods, fresh fruits, non- 
fattening desserts, larger serv- 
ings of meat (high protein) and 
lean soups.” 

Miss Allen, who makes rounds 
of hotels in the United States, 
Hawaii and the Caribbean and 
samples special dishes, also has 
noted more seafood appetizers 
and raw vegetables served with 
cottage cheese.

And a Job 


New York City, in spite of all its troubles these days, has appar- 
ently worked earnestly and diligently for a long time to combat— 
and I hope you'll forgive the expression—juvenile delinquency. 
(That timesome twosome of words gets on my nerves more 
every day. I’m almost ready to spearhead a movement to go back 
to the benighted, unenlightened way of calling every young ~ 
either bad or high-spirited, depending upon the gravity of 
offense! ) 


The reason I’m convinced that New Yorkers have long been 


aware of the problems of youth and have worked to solve them is 
that for some time I have been on the mailing list of the New 


York State Youth Commission. This commission publishes a small 
paper called the Youth Service News, which is filled with stories 
of organized activity in behalf of young people, reports and studies 
and surveys, all of which solemnly delve into the whys and where- 
fores of delinquency. 


Most of these stories, it goes without saying, restate the old 
clinches in the new jargon. ‘(You know all the combinations of 
words: ‘Properly planned and financed follow-up study under 
objective auspices.” . “An objective sense of order and a cohe- 
sive family unit.’ . “Significant tools for curriculum plan- 
ning.” “The predelinquent child under 21,” etc.) 

Seldom does anybody come up with a new idea for handling 


| this age-old problem but all this diligent meeting and speaking, 
| surveying and seeking, is bound to pay off some day. 


And I 
thought I caught a glimmermg of a new idea from the New Yorkers

They have organized a sort of employment-counseling service 
for hard-to-place or unemployable boys and girls from New York’s 
Lower East Side. Called Contact, this service has been able to 
find work for many young people who have been written off as 
unemployable because of lack of education, emotional instability, 
physical and mental handicaps, antisocial behavior and race dis- 
crimination. 


The man in charge of this agency, Charles Cook, said some 
sensible things about it. 

“Without jobs,” he said, “personality deterioration and even 
antisocial careers can be expected. It is more than possible that 
many boys, who might otherwise become of interest to the law- 
enforcement agencies, can be steered to more stable patterns of 
Jife through their finding and keeping jobs that would have some 
meaning for them.” 

He went on to say that there was no guarantee that a boy 
could be saved by a job. 

“Not one, but sometimes many jobs will have to be found 
until the thing is worthwhile. We take calculated risks when, once 
in a while, we undertake to ‘sell’ and employer the services of a 
seemingly unlikely boy. However, it does sometimes happen 
that the most unlikely boy does well at a job that he feels has 
promise; at other times the opposite is true.” 


This service is sponsored by the Lower East Side Neighborhood 
Assn. and the University Settlement with the cooperation of the 
Youth Board and local Police Athletic League. It’s small, its job

The other day in New York, Bill Rae and I had 
lunch with a couple of fellows named Jack O’Con- 
ner and Elgin Gates, who had just come in on an 
early morning plane from 
French Equatorial Africa, and 
were loaded with some down- 
right fascinating conversation. 

Elgin Gates is an outboard 
motor dealer on the Pacific 
coast. He spends his business 
days giving fishermen and 
pleasure boaters safe and en- 
joyable transportation on the 
water, and oddly enough, de- #. 
votes his own vacations to hunt- - 
ing trophy heads of big game 
animals in out-of-the-way cor- 
ners all over the earth. 

He has left his footprints in the Indian jungles, 
on the African veldt and at the headwaters of the 
Yukon, and his trophies include some of the 
world’s most interesting and dangerous game. 

Jack O’Conner is Gun Editor for Outdoor Life 
and he too, ranges the earth’s surface in search 
of adventure and material. His hunting compan- 
ions include Far Eastern princes and potentates 
in many parts of the world, where he has trekked 
for trophy heads and stories. 

Jack is recognized as one of the top gun edi- 
tors in the business. He lives, eats, sleeps, talks

When he gets strung out, I hang on panting, as 
though I stood behind him in the steaming jungles.

Many of the natives they’d met had never seen 
a white man, and when they tried to make pic- 
tures of the children in the villages, many of the 
kids went into hysterics, screaming something 
that the interpreters said was, ‘‘Don’t shoot! Don’t 
shoot!”’ 

Interpreters told the two Americans that moth- 
ers in that country made their kids behave by 
threatening to give them to a white man. 

They invited me to go along on their next trip 
to the Sahara, but after listening to some of the

Wednesday's mail brought a postcard from an 
Atlanta-based government official whose territory in- 
cludes some of the Caribbean islands.

But another message in the same mail indi- 
cated that a Georgia community is doing some- 
thing very different from islanders or other main- 
landers to solve i¢ problems.

community’s merchants suddenly converge out of the shadows to 
slip through its doors after banking hours? 

Why else? 


Well, the answer goes back to a familiar old refrain in our 


country that echos, ‘‘Let George do it."’ 


So George is doing it. 


George Bazemore, that is, president of the bank and a long- 
time leader in local and state, civic and business life. 


He and others have long known that lack of management 
know-how tops the list of small businessmen’s problems.

Wholesale food prices, as meas- 
ured by the Dun & Bradstreet 
food index, continued to head 
skyward this week, reaching

At $6.68 the index compared 
with $6.50 last week and was 
at its peak since a $6.69 figure 
in the week ended Feb. 15, 1955. 
The current figure is 9.7 per

$6.41 this year while last year's
